A vnw individuals hereabout* seem 
to be unnecessarily alarmed about the 
resolution passed at the convention of 
the Empire State Association, asking 
that a collegiate department be start- 
ed at Fanwood. Taking into con- 
sideration the number of gradua'. 
the college at Washington during the 
past twenty years who hailed from 
w York State, it is improbable 
that Gallaudet College would suffer 
were a collegiate department estab- 
lished at the New York Institution. 
So far as our knowledge and observa- 
tion extends, neither the party that 
• introduced the resolution nor those 
who voted for it, had any intention 
" crippling or denuding" any institu- 
tion by the passage of the resolution. 
The plain fact is that there are a good 
many bright pupils, notably serni- 
mutes, who easily go through the cur- 
riculum of the institutions, and still 
have unfinished terms of four, five 
and six years allowed them by the 
statutes. They are capable and anx- 
ious to take a collegiate course, but 
the expense is more than they are able 
to pay. The college at Washington 
has recognized this difficulty, and at 
conventions in New York State and 
Pennsylvania attempts have 
made to establish funds with which to 
assist deaf boys to take a college 
course at Washington. Hither the 
deaf boys were too proud to ask this 
assistance, or the project did not rc- 
jragement. Anyway, no- 
thing resulted from the plan. Now, 
with a collegiate institute in connec 
tion with one of the institutions 
of the State, the result would I, 
tirely different. The New York In- 
stitution is selected, because of its 
many and superior advantages, and 
as the students would be required to 
pay nothing, their terms as State 
pupils being still unexpired, it is rea- 
sonable to expect that a good many 
would embrace the opportunity to 
acquire a higher education. The col- 
lege at Washington is too firmly 
established and has too brilliant I 
cord to fear for its welfare because of 
an uplift in education in New York 
State. The suggestion that the col- 
lege is " too high for the New 
Yorkers" is an unwarranted slur. 
When New York has been repre- 
sented at Gallaudet College for the 
Deaf, the representative has never 
been at the tail end of any class, but 
rather in the van. What about I 
Van Allen, and onr present repre- 
sentatives on Kendall Oreen ? Unless 
we are misinformed, a New Yorker 
leads tb- t>g Senior Class, and

It was not until the eighth year of 
Meiji (1876), on the 22nd day of 
May, that the first movement was 
made toward establishing a school for 
the deaf and dumb of Japan. On 
this date five gentlemen held a 
consultation at the house of Dr. 
Henry Paulds, Minami, Odawaracho, 
Tsuktji, Tokyo, on the subject of the 
education of the blind, and organised 
the " Kakuxenkwai," a philanthropise, 
society, which eventually gave rise to 
the organization of the school. Mr. 
Sen Tsuda and Dr. liurchardt, a mis- 
sionary of the Lutheran church, were 
two of the gentlemen present at this 
meeting. 

In March of the following year, 
Mr. Y. Fames, then Senior vice- 

Minister of Public; Works, joined the 
society, and soon objected to the pro 
posed school being dependent upon a 
foreign church for support, and sug- 

gested that a consultation be held 

between such Japanese who were In- 
ed in the education of the deaf 
and blind, in order to secure from 
them the necessary funds for the sup 
port of the school. This was at once 
agreed to, and the same month the 

Emperor of Japan granted 8,000 ytm 

f£600) toward the expenses neoessary 
for the foundation of the Kummoin 
(Institute for the Blind) A piece of 
ground owned by the Naval Depart- 
ment was rented in .July, 1877, and a 

building erected thereon by the De- 
partment of Public Works. The 
building was of brick, two stories 
high, and cost about H,H.'ll yem (.£],- 
7US>), which was paid by the society. 

In February, ihho, the school was 
opened for the admission of pupils, 

but strange as it may appear, DO 
pupils came. Kvery effort was made 
to bring in impils, hut without avail, 
until Mr. \. Yamao, by paying the 
iinrikin/ia fare for tw<> pupils, got 
them to come as day pupils. In June, 
a deaf pupil was admitted tO the In- 
stitution, and at the end of the year, 

five deaf and eight blind pupils were 

ill attendance. 

By the request of the directors, in 

November, 18K5, the school was 
placed under direct control of the 

Department of Education, An addi- 
tion of dormitories was made at a 
cost, of about £20Q, the expenses be- 
ing nearly all defrayed by the Ladies' 

Charitable Society, the deficiency be-

In December, |HH8, the llrst class 
was graduated. On that occasion 

specimens of the school work, intend 

ed to be exhibited at, the Paris Inlei 

national Exposition, in 1889, were 

shown. The school received a gold 
medal lor the work shown, 

A new site for the school was shosen 
in December, 1889, located at Siisuga- 
yacho, Koishikawa, a plantation of 
medical plants under control of the 

Department of the Interior. The 

change was rendered necessary by the 

lowneSI and dampness of the original 

The new school buildings were 

opened ill November, 1 891, on which 
occasion Her Imperial Highness the 
Km press was present, and gave .£60 
to the school, 

To obtain admission to this school 
applicants must be between eight and 
eighteen years of age. The fee for 
tuition is only two shillings per 
month, ami the dormitory expenses 
are about twelve shillings per month. 
Part of this expense, and sometime! 
all, is frequently remitted to indigent 

pupils. The School il "designed to 
give instruction to the young blind 
and dumb, so as to enable them to 
earn a livelihood." The pupil* are 
taught writing, reading, arilhmei i<-, 
gymnastics, drawing, engraving, join- 
ing arid sewing. 

The present receipts from the .State, 
philanthropists, and tuition lees, ex- 

eeed the annual expenses of the school, 

so there is every possibility of the 
school again being enlarged at no 
i date.
